The BOlh annual convention of the 
American National Cattlemen's 
Aesn.. meeting in Atlanta, Ga., got 
first hand reports of the losses cotne- 
men have suffered due to tlio dis- 
BstorouB winter storms, and the pos- 
sibility that the liquidation of cow 
herds will continue unless the weath- 
er moderates and needed moisture 
comes soon. Regional vice p'ealdents 
and other executive committee mem- 
bers reported to the ANGA executive 
commltlee. InaddlUonto the extreme 
cold. eriUcal shortages of hay and 
stock water as well as prospecta for 
needed irrigation water were listed. 

It was reported bay supplies were 


practically nonexistent In Florida and 
cow-calf derations were in severe 
trouble. President Carter has dn> 
dared the state a disaster areu, 

n 'ifled for financial aid in buying 
for cattle. Northeastern parts oi 
the country have been hard bit by cold 
weather and rec'ord snow falls, 
although adequate feed is reported 
available. 

Bi the South and Soutlieast a dry 
fall, coupled with hurah weather ana 
snow have brought the poorest winter 
graalng over with many calves lost 
and mature cattle largely in poor 
conditlOD. There were repa^ some of

This is the sixth consecutive year of 
declining sheep and lamb numbers 
which began in 1972. Stock sheep 
totaled 2,860,000 head, 2% below 
1976. Sheep on feed at 160,000 were 
16% below the previous year. Breed- 
ing ewes one year old and over are 
estimated at 1,865,000, down 2% 
from a year earlier. 

Ewe lamba three months to one 
year old numbered 264,000, 6% leas 
than the previous year. The 1976 lamb 
crop was 1,400,000 down 18% from 
19 Yb. 

The Inventory value of all sheep and 
lambs on January 1, 1977 Is estimated 
at $93,240,000, up 14% from the 
previous year. The average value per 
need was 187, DO compared with 
$31.60 on January 1, 1976. 

The number of sheep operations In 
Texas is estimated at u.OOO, down 6% 
from a year ago. 

The inventory of all goats and kids 
bt Texas are estlmatea at 1,800,000, 
an increase of 16% from the January 
1. 1976 reviaed level of 1,120,000. 

This was the Hrst year to year in- 
crease since 1978. Angora goats were 
estimated at 1,100,000, up 16% from 
the previous year revised level oi 
9SOiuOO. Spanish and others num- 
bered 200,000, 18% above last year's 
revised total of 170,000. 

The total inventory value of all 
goats and kids Is $8&6 million with an 
average value of $26.00 per head. The 
January 1, 1976 total value was $22.8 
million with an average value per 
bud of $18.00.
